WASHINGTON, J an 28 — Retail 
food prices fell an average of one 
percent in mid-December from their 
record mid-November high 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics, in 
reporting the figures today, said 
the food price decline was recorded 
in 46 of the 56 cities survey ed Prices 
declined m06t sharply ui Louisville, 
Ky , where there was a 3 4 percent 
decrease. 
The decline marked the first time 
the bureau index has gone down in 
10 months It still was 32 percent ; 
higher than a year ago, 
100 per­ 
cent above August 1939, and was 
approximately the same as at J une 
1920.
